On the eve of the preseniation of the Budget at Ottawa each year the

While it is only human nature that these manufacturers should fight to 
the last ditch to retain any and all advantages they enjoy, and which are cal- 
culuied to add to the value of their plants and increase their profits, and ad- 
mitting that they are only doing what any other class would do, it is in the 
national interest that sueh claims as are advanced by them should be fully 
examined in the light of actual facts. 

iy a recent article in this column figures were given showing that in 1928 
Canada imported coal from the United States to a value of over $100,000,000, 
and iron and iron products toa value of $152,854,000, both largely imported by 
manufaciurers, whereas during the same period the value of agricultural im- 
plements and machinery imported from across the line only aniounted to 
SLIT2US56. 

The manufacturers feel aggrieved because of these $11,721,856 of im- 
poriations and contend that if the tariff was only made high enough ihese 
goods would be shut out and replaced by Canadian-made articles. They 
blame the inadequacy of the tariff from their standpoint for this loss of 
bu-iness. 

It is interesting, therefore, to note that in this same year Canada exported 
farm inyplements and machinery to a value of $8,187,492. The Canadian 
manufacturers were able to sell to this extent in foréign markets in which 


they were not protected by tariffs, but in spite of tariffs levied against them | 


and in open competition with the whole world including the United States. 
fa other words, Canada’s imports of farm implements and machinery 
from the United Slates were only $3,504,564 in excess of exports, which goes 
to show that the Canadian manufacturer of these implements has mighty 
little ground for complaint. 
llowever, if these manufacturers have. good reason to complain, as they 


light of the following figures? Imports of agricultural and vegetable pro- 
ducts for the twelve months ended February last amounted to $185,811,688 
and of animal products $46,227,018, a total of $282,088,701. Why should the 
farmers of Canada make the importation oi these farm products prohibitive, 
thereby securing the whole Canadian market to themselves cven though by 
so doing the cost of living for every artizan and laborer in the Dominion was 
bubetantially increased ? 

But what would the manufacturer say to such a poliey which would com- 
pel him to further increase the already high wages he is obliged to pay his 
employees? 

The Canadian farmer, however, makes no such demand. All he asks 
fs a free field, a free market, and no favors. He is prepared to face the com- 
petiiion of the whole world, relying on his own industry and the fertility of 
Canada’s soil to win out. Ile is asking for no artificial props to hold him 
up, but he does ask that the restraints, the handicaps, the shackles now impos- 
ed upon him be removed. ‘With these out of the way he has no fear for his 
own future nor for the future of Canada. 


Why cannot the Canadian manufacturer be as self-reliant as the Cana- | 


dian farmer? Can he not, through the cxercise of his own energy and inl- 
tlative, the skill of Canadian artizans and workman whose services are so 
much in demand in the United States, and the great wealth of Canada's 
natural resources Iving right at his door and only awaiting development, 
pucceed equally as well in capturing his fair share, not only of the domestic 
trade of Canada, but of the trade of the entire world? 

Of course the manufacturers could do it if they only would. The trouble 
with them is that they have so long relied upon crutches provided for them 
by the tariff that they are afraid to put their feet squarely on solid ground. 
They prefer to remain feeble cripples, and the very crutches upon which they 
rely for support are having the effect of making cripples of everybody else 
and rendering Canada weak and impotent where this Dominion should be 
sturd: and strong. We continue as a country to limp along, when we should 
not merely be walking but rapidly running at the head cf the race.

THE ASSYRIAN EXILE OF ISRAEL 


Golden Text: “I will delight myself 
in thy statutes: . 


I will not forget they word. Psalm | 


: 119.16. 

Lesson: 2 Kings, Chapters 11 to 17. 
Devotional Reading: Psalm 119.33- 
40. 


(The Text Explained and Ilumined 


I. A Recapitulation of the Reasons 
for the Downfall of israel, verses 7- 
12, Here we have, according to Dr. 
Maclaren, ‘a post mortem inquiry Into 
‘the diseases that killed a Itingdom.” 
The historlan makes no mention of 
the overwhelming force of the great 
Assyrian army, but emphasizes the 
moral and spiritual causes that ied to 
the destruction of Israel. ~ “It was so 
because the ‘Children of Israel had 
tinned osgainst their God.” Their 
first great sin was ingratitude (verse 
7). Israel owed its very existence to 
Jehovah, who had brought them up 
out of the land of Egypt, from under 
ne hand of Pharaoh, King of Egypt; 
but instead of being loyal to him they 
had followed other gods and the laws 
of the heathen nations about them. 
Compare the first commandment: “I 
am Jehovah thy God who brought thee 
out of the land of Egypt; out of the 
house of bondage. Thou shalt have 
no other gods before me.” .And the 
children of Israel did secretly things 
that were not right against Jeliovah. 
thelr God. “The Israelites cloaked or 

covered their idolatry with pretences 
that it was a worship of Jehovah, so 
glossing {t over and dissembling to- 
wards God, instead of openly acknowl- 
edging their apostasy.” Other sins 
are enumerated. They built high 
places for idolatrous practices from 
the tower of the lonely watchman 
who guarded his flocks to the forti- 
fled city; wher2ver, that is, there 
was a handful of people. Upon every 
high hills and under every green tree 
they set themselves up pillars and 
Asherim. The pillars were stone 
columns erected beside altars as sym- 
bols of the deity worshipped there, 
relics of the old stone worship; the 
Asheri!m, were wooden columns, or 
sacred trees, symbols of the goddess 
of Asherah, a survival of the ancient 
tree worship. They burnt in aeuae In 
all the high places as did the na- 
tions whom Jehoveh carried away be- 
fore them. Some of these objects; 
were erected in honor of Jehovah, 
but the worship was corrupt, being as- 
‘sociated with the evil practices of the 
old Canaanite worship. They are, 
moreover, expressly charged with 
serving idols, whereof Jehovah had 
said unto them (Dt. 12.31), Ye shall 
not do this thing. “What a tragedy 
—to be victorfous over an enemy and 
spirit! 
What stupidity—to dispossess a base 
nation, and yet to adopt the debasing 
faith! What ingratitude—to win 
success by God’s mercy and then de- 
throne the Giver! Yet it has often 
= so. How many men have 
| 


risen above the circumstances of pov- 
erty, and have been debased by the 
circumstances of wealth! How 
many have conquered hardship and 
sloth, and »een overcome by pride 
and hardness of heart! Every situ- 
atlon we come into has its false 
gods, its wrong spirlt. Only he who 
gave us power to win a position can 
give us grace to live In {t.

Municipal Hospitals 


Rural Hospitals In Alberta Operated 
At a Low Average Cost 

During the past four years, accord- 
ing to figures prepared by A. K. Whis- 
ton, superintendent of hospitals for 
Alberta, the rural municipal hospitals 
system has cared for a total of 21,142 
patients, at the low average cost per 
case of approximately $15, based on 
operating costs. The perlod covered 
is from 1920 to 1923 inclusive. 

During the four years mentioned the 
rural municipal hospitals of the prov 
ince of Alberta system not only cared 
for the total of patients as stated, but 
also provided, in addition to the ord- 
inary hospital services, a total of 1,470 
major operations and 3,123 minor 
operations, and had a total of 3,012 
maternity cases. In 1920 there were 
but 8 hospitals operating with a total. 
of 160.beds. Today there are 15 hos- 
pitals with a total of 277 beds. 

In 1923, the rural hospitals were 
operated at the low average cost per 
patient per day 07 $3.12, being the cost 
based on a lotal of 67,911 hospital 
days, with a total operating expendi- 
ture of $212,417.28. In Drumheller 
| Hospital, which had the largest num- 
‘ber of patient days, the operating cost 
was as low as $2.92 per patient day.
